








SCHOOL 
BOARD 
ACCEPTS 
THREE NORE 
RESIGHIATIONS. 


On August 7, the Huron Board 
of Education met with a very 
short agenda that lasted a mere 15 
minutes. Three resignations were 
the main’ discussion for the 

_ evening. Superintendent Thomas 
Hosler informed the Board that 
Joy Hoffer, a business Teacher at 
the High School resigned to take 
a counseling position at 
Riverview Schools. Nancy 
Thornsberry, a bus driver, left for 
a full-time position with the post. 
office. Also, “After 28 years of 
outstanding service, Ruth 
Scarbarough, bus driver, just 
retired,” Hosler announced. 

. Board Member Donna 
Mendrysa asked if the District 
does anything in recognition of 
that much service: The Board’s 
secretary, Katrina Burnham, 
informed her that a school bell 
with the employee’s name and 
years of service is given out upon 
termination. 

Also. discussed was the 
Michigan Association of School 
Board Election. The Huron 
Board members cast ballots for 
Robert C. Baker from Bay

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DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 
DYER GETS THE NOD FOR TREASURER 


On August 8, the voters of Huron 
Township went to the polls to nominate 
their candidates for the November gen- 
eral election. The Republicans did not 
have opposition in the primary so the 
election was to select the Democrats. 

Considering the Republicans did not 
have opposition the turnout of 26-per- 


- cent of the registered voters was con- 


sidered a good turnout. A total of 2,218 
voters cast their ballots and picked their 
candidates for all seven board positions. 

On the Democratic side all positions 
were up for grabs except the Clerk's 
position. Dawnette Bowers didn’t have 
opposition in the primary and she has 
no Republican opponent in November. 


This means her re-election is assured in 
November. 

The Supervisor’s race was between 
Colleen Lazere and John Mitchell. Mr. 
Mitchell prevailed over Mrs. Lazere by 
a two to one margin. Mitchell garnered 
995 votes to Lazere’s 442 votes. He 
won nine of the 10 precincts tying in the 
remaining one at Huron Estates. 

In the Treasurer’s race, former 
Treasurer Linda Dyer garnered 1,035 
votes to Linda DesJardin’s 373 votes. 
This was almost a three to one margin 
and Dyer was the top vote getter in the ~ 
field even including the uncontested 
Clerk’s position. 

There were five candidates for the 


four Trustee positions and Marlene 
Krause topped the field with 992 votes. 
Marlene Krause a new comer to politics 
but a long-time resident and former 
employee of the Township had a strong 
showing in all 10 precincts. She only 
took two precincts including the absen- 
tee precinct and tied one. However, she 
was close in almost all of the other 
precincts and this accounted for her 
first-place finish. : 

Larry O’Kelley came in second just 
six votes out of first place with a vote 
total of 986. He took five of the ten 
precincts and tied one. He was strong

1/3 cup Soy sauce 

3 tbs. Worcestershire 
sauce 

3 ths. Olive oil 

3 ths. Red wine vinegar 
1 tsp. Garlic powder 


1 tsp. Rosemary - 
dried, crushed 

1 tsp. Thyme - dried,

This 
group has sponsored an annual 
Ox Roast fundraiser for 20 
years or more in the communi- 
ty, first at the Wayne County 
Sportsmen’s park on Inkster 
Road, and for the past 12 years 
at the Joseph Waltz Park in 
Waltz. During the past several 
years, this event has run suc- 
cessfully without incident, and 
has been been attended by sev- 
eral local political figures, 
from the township board to the 
Governor himself!

During the discussion of this 
request, several board mem- 
bers voiced concerns over 
alcohol being served. Doesn’t 
this seem unusual that some of 
these same board members 
should be so concerned over 
alcoho! control, when have 
voiced support and have been 
in favor of granting a liquor 
license for the Millennium 
Building in New Boston, an 
issue that certainly poses ethi- 
cal questions for these same 
board members with direct 
family ties? Several of these 
board members failed to con- 
sider that the control over alco- 
hol sales is the responsibility of 
the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission (LCC). The LCC 
bases its decision to issue 
liquor licenses in part on the 
determination of the local chief 
law enforcement officer, who 
in this case not only approved 
the issuance of a liquor license, 
but also approved the public 
gathering permit. 

Even more ironic, was the 
fact that two other applications 
presented at the meeting, both 
of which contained as part of 
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their event alcohol sales and 
licensed gaming, — were 
approved. There is no doubt 
that the actions of the opposing 
board members were political- 
ly motivated. It is even more 
bothersome in the fact that 
these same board members 
appear to be ignorant to the 
Huron Township Outdoor 
Gathering Ordinance itself. 
This ordinance specifically 
outlines the procedure for 
application and approval or 
denial of a request. 

The actions of the board 
were senseless and ill thought, 
their reason for denial is not 
one allowed under the ordi- 
nance, and was largely based 
without justification, indeed 
more time was spent finger- 
pointing and slinging barbed 
comments at other board mem- 
bers and members of the audi- 
ence. Any concerns over traffic 
control and possible drunken 
drivers should be handled 
through strict law enforcement, 
not through political bureau- 
cracy. Under the law, it is the 
responsibility of the individual 
driver for their actions, as well

insisted there was no money to 
be made in the area. 

However, several years 
later, with an office of seven 
agents, Reininger Realty has 
proven otherwise.

of his position and this acc- 
ounted for his second-place 
finish. 

Mary Lou Carey came in 
third with a vote total of 978. 
She took one precinct and tied one 
but was close in all precincts. 

Nora Adkins, an incumbent 
Trustee came in fourth with a 
vote total of 923. She did not 
win a precinct but remained 
close in all precincts. 

The biggest surprise came 
when Trustee Jim Mason 
failed to survive the primary. 
He was the second Democratic 
Trustee incumbent to seek re- 
nomination and his bid for 
another term was dashed when 
he finished last with 717 votes. 
He trailed badly in all precincts 
and failed by over 200 votes 
from the last-place finisher. 

On the republican side, 
Supervisor David Glaab was 
without opposition and he gar- 
nered 405 votes. He actually 
was the top vote producer in all 
of the local Republican races. 

Township Treasurer Jarrod 
Barron, who was appointed to 
his current position gathered 
386 votes and also was unop- 
posed. 

The four Trustees on the bal- 
lot received the following 
votes in the order of their fin- 
ish. Incumbent Mike Glaab 
374, Jerry Reynold 329, 
Shirley Burgess 303 and Len 
Straub 287. 

Based on the results of the 
vote for Republicans, it 
appears they stayed on their 
side of the ballot and did not 
attempt to influence the 
Democratic side.
